August Brings Spike 
in East End CPF — 
Revenues

Wh revenues from the Peconic Bay Commu- 
nity Preservation Fund (CPF) are lower overall 


- than they were a year ago as real estate has cooled off 


a bit from the height of the COVID-19 pandemic, the 
month of August brought a revenue spike, according 


_ to Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele Jr. 


Thiele, the architect of the CPF program who looks 


_at the figures as they become available, reported that 


$17.48 million was collected in August 2022, com- 
pared to $13.45-million in the same month in 2021. 

“August 2022 revenues are $4.03 million higher 
than the same month a year ago,” Thiele says. “This 
marks only the second month (January) in 2022 
where revenues were higher than the same month in 
2021.” 

Still, the first ‘eight months of 2022 have seen 
3.5% less than the same time period in 2021. So far, 
$139.69 million has been collected this year, com- 
pared to $144.74 million last year.

But, relatively speaking, the CPF remains up, as 
August marks the 25th consecutive month the rev- 
enues have exceeded $10 million, according to the 
Thiele. 

Looking at the last 12 months, the community 
preservation fund has generated $205 million. 

While South Fork numbers have fallen steadily, the 
North Fork numbers have crept up. The Town of Riv- 
erhead has taken in 48.9% more money in the first 
eight months this year than in 2021 — $6.82 million 
compared to $4.58 million.

The Town of Southold has seen 17% more money, 


$9.65 million, up from $8.25 million. 

In the rest of the East End towns, it’s a different 
story with Shelter Island taking the biggest hit. Reve- 
nues are down 28.5%, despite a handful of large sales, 
including a waterfront home on Ram Island for $9.7 
million. It has so far collected $2.18 million instead of 
$3.05 million in the first eight months of 2021. 

In Southampton Town, which sees the biggest rev- 
enues overall, CPF money is down 5.8%. The town 
has seen $75.69 million so far this year, compared to 
$80.37 million in the same period of 2021. 

The Town of East Hampton has received $45.34 
million, 6.5% less than in 2021 when it took in $48.47 
million in the first eight months of the year. 

Since its inception in 1999, the Peconic Bay Re- 
gional Community Preservation Fund has generated 
$1.95 billion.

ederal contractors are set to dredge 

i nearly 6 cubic miles of sand — enough to 

fill more than 3,000 tractor trailers — from 

Shinnecock and Moriches inlets and pump 
_ the sand onto East End beaches. 

The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers awarded 
the $24 million contract to Houston-based 
Lake Dredge and Dock Company LLC. The 
contract is the second that the company has 
won as a part of the long-sought $1.7 billion 
Fire Island to Montauk Point (FIMP) storm 

mitigation project. . 

“We still have a lot of work to do, but this 
award marks the continuation of our com- 
mitment to tackling the toughest engineering 
challenges in the nation,” said Col. Matthew 
Luzzatto, commander of ACE’s New York Dis- 
trict. 

The project has two goals: Making the in- 
lets safe for boaters to travel without running 
aground and placing the-sand dredged from 
those inlets on oceanfront beaches to build up 
berms eroded in prior storms. 

The latest contract is the second of 11, most 


of which have yet to be awarded, as a part of . 


the FIMP project that had been in the plan- 
ning stages for more than half a century, was 
finally funded as part of the $50 billion Sandy 
aid package and officially kicked off in De- 
cember 2021. 

Sand dredged from Moriches Inlet will be 
placed at Smith Point County Park and sand 
dredged from Shinnecock Inlet will be placed 
on the beach west of the inlet. Sand will also 
be placed at bayside coastal process feature 
sites on both ends of the project.

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Art Lover Returns Stolen $160M de Kooning

lion painting by Springs 
abstract expressionist 
Willem de Kooning was 
brazenly stolen from an 
Arizona museum, it was 
finally returned in an 
epic act of kindness. 

A couple had _ sto- 
len a 1955 oil painting 
“Woman-Ochre” from 


the University of Arizona Museum of Art in Tucson, 


cutting it out of the frame from the gallery where it 
was being exhibited, rolling it up, and walking out 
with it on the day after Thanksgiving 1985. Another 
couple unwittingly purchased the stolen painting at 
a New Mexico estate sale in 2017 and hung it in their 
antique store, where multiple customers commented 
that it looked like a real de Kooning, which prompted 
some research that revealed that the work was the 
subject of an unsolved heist. 

“T sat up all night with three guns and the painting 
behind a sofa,” David Van Auker, who immediately 
contacted the museum and the FBI upon making 
the discovery, told the Associated Press. “I thought 
somebody would end up coming and killing us for 
this painting.” 

He even left a voicemail for Olivia Miller, the mu- 
seum’s interim director; making it clear that he was 
not interested in any reward or taking advantage of 
the situation. Miller found the voicemail endearing 
and wants to include it in an exhibition set to debut 
in October. 

“My favorite part was he says something along the 
lines of ‘Put this on record. I want you to have the 
painting back. If it’s yours, the university’s — just 
come and get the painting,” she said, chuckling.

Its return triggered an FBI probe. But the case is 
now considered closed “following a thorough investi- 
gation,” Brooke Brennan, a spokeswoman for the FBI 
Phoenix office, said. 

The estate the painting came from belonged to 
Jerry Alter, a retired New York City schoolteacher, 
and his wife Rita Alter, a retired speech pathologist. 
The artwork had been hanging behind a bedroom 
door. Relatives also discovered a photo that showed 
the couple had been in Tucson on Thanksgiving Day 
in 1985. Jerry Alter died in 2012 and his wife in 2017. 
Authorities never publicly called them suspects. 

Van Auker reports that his store’s business has 
doubled or tripled at times because people were 
touched by the actions of him and his business part- 
ners, who have been hailed as heroes. 

The whole ordeal of the theft and its return in 
2017 will be chronicled in a show at the University 
of Arizona Art Museum opening October 8. It has 
spent the past two years at the Getty Museum in Los 
Angeles for restoration work and display. The paint- 
ing will be in the same spot it was stolen from — but 
under a case. 

“That’s one of many security layers that it will 
have,” Miller said.

Water Authority Lifts Emergency Call for 


Conservation

os fea Suffolk County Water Authority lifted the 
Stage 1 Water Emergency that the agency issued 
amid an ongoing drought and urged residents to do 
a better job heeding future warnings. 

SCWA had issued the emergency for the East End 
and then all of its customers as a severe drought 
gripped the region, stressing the county’s public wa- 
ter system as residents increased how much they wa- 
tered their lawns in the early morning hours to make 
up for the lack of rain, ignoring officials’ requests to 
stagger irrigation times and conserve water. 

“What happened this summer should be a wake- 


up call for Suffolk residents to reduce water use in 
their daily lives,” said SCWA Chairman Patrick Hal- 
pin. “This was a particularly bad summer, but peak 
hours have been a problem for years. We appreciate 
those who listened, but the truth is, we did not get 
enough cooperation from our customers. We were, 
frankly, lucky that we didn’t have a major fire dur- 
ing a time in which water pressure was dangerously 
low.” 

Although the area saw more rainfall in the month 
of September, it was nearly an inch below average 
and the U.S. Drought Monitor maintained most of 
Suffolk and Long Island was still in a severe drought 
as recently as September 29. 
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Steinbeck’s Writing Studio

H= Iam at 2 a.m. writing this ar- 
ticle seated in a chair at the desk 
inside John Steinbeck’s waterfront 
writing studio, a six-sided structure 
this celebrated author built with his 
own hands shortly after moving from 
California to Sag Harbor in 1955. 

I am supposedly not allowed to be 
here. But it’s the middle of the night, 
and Oliver Peterson, the managing 
editor of Dan’sPapers.com, quietly 
rowed me across the bay to Stein- 
beck’s old property. The great man’s 
long gone, of course. But his boat 
dock, his house, and, across the lawn, 
his studio, built-to resemble a light- 
house, remain. Peterson, sitting in 
the rowboat, waits. If I have to makea 
quick getaway, he’s ready. 

I’m here because I’m trying to write 
a story about the upcoming Hamp- 
tons International Film Festival for 
Dan’s Papers and I’m having writer’s 
block. Peterson suggested I might get 
inspired if I tried to write it from the 
great man’s studio, so here I am. 

At this hour, both the house and 
studio are dark. The property’s for 
sale. And I’m not turning on any light. 
Hopefully, I'll think of something. 


Inside the studio, there is lots of 
stuff that Steinbeck supposedly used 
to write his great novels. The desk 
has an old worn blotter covering on 
it. His Remington typewriter sits atop 
it. Ready to go. There’s an old, ripped 
Oriental carpet on the floor. The 
chair, which swivels around, squeaks. 
There’s a bookshelf along one wall. 
A clock on another wall. And pinned 
to still another wall are some notes I 
guess he wrote. I’ve set my laptop 
next to Steinbeck’s Reming- 
ton. The view out the win- 
dow is of the bay. 

Steinbeck was here in 
1962 when he won the 
Nobel Prize for Literature. 
He wrote The Winter of Our 
Discontent here. He wrote © 
Travels with Charley, a work of 
nonfiction about a car trip he took 
from Sag Harbor to places all around 
the country accompanied by his dog 
Charley, here. His most famous book, 
The Grapes of Wrath, was not writ- 
ten here. He wrote it during the Great 
Depression, about the terribly hard 
life experienced by the farmers and 
fishermen in and around Salinas and 
Monterey, California. As he often said 
later on, he moved to the fishing town 


of Sag Harbor with his wife Elaine 
because it reminded him of Monterey. 
He passed away in 1968 at the age 
of 66. 

Well, here’s what I wrote before I 
got here: 

“This weekend is the thirtieth run- 
ning of the Hamptons International 
Film Festival, where hundreds of 
producers, screenwriters, distribu- 
tors, producers, directors, actors and 

composers assemble to meet with 
everybody else to mingle, do 
deals, find new scripts, and 
watch films, some of which, 
after the 10 days of the fes- 
tival, will win awards.” 
And that’s as far as I got. 
The word “running” sounds 
too much like a horse race. 

And the word “deals” sounds too 
under the table. There’s got to be more 
to this. 


Outside, I can hear the crickets 


chirping. I can see the fireflies and the 
stars. The night is clear. And when the 
wind stirs the bay, sparkling ripples 
slide across its surface. Occasionally, 
there is a slap down at the dock. Pe- 
terson’s lowered an oar into the water. 

Aha! It’s hit me. I start typing. 

If people in the film industry who 


are here for the festival ever wonder 
if what they do is important in the 
scheme of things, all they have to do 
is look up into the sky one night out 
here and imagine, or even see, way off 
into space, an explosion in the heav- 
ens that now has resulted from an 
idea first conceived by a screenwriter. 

The screenwriter Bruce Joel Rubin 
had been hired to write the script — 
for a 1998 film called Deep Impact. 
In the movie, a meteor is headed for 
the Earth. If it hits, everybody will 
die. But maybe, its course could be 
deflected if the United States fires 
a rocket at it. The rocket would hit 
the meteor, explode, and the meteor 
could veer off and miss. It was at least 
worth a try. 

Steven Spielberg, who lives in East 
Hampton, was the executive producer 
of this film. And in the climactic scene 
in the movie, the effort would fail and 
a great 300-foot tidal wave would 
leap across a beach in Amagansett 
and inundate the entire Earth, with 
the two leading stars in the movie, 
Robert Duvall and Tea Leoni, playing 
estranged father and daughter, would 
forgive one another just before the ca- 
tastrophe. 

A casting call for extras was posted 
on the wall in the Amagansett fire 
house, advertisements in Dan’s Pa- 
pers appeared, and a crowd came to 
the firehouse on the appointed day to 
apply. I applied. Who wouldn’t want to 
be in a movie? But I was not chosen. 

The final scene was indeed filmed 
on the beach, but much of it wound 
up on the cutting room floor because 
computer-generated imagery (CGI) 
effects produced a better catastrophe. 
But there you are. 

The following month, the movie 
Armageddon was released with es- 
sentially the same plot. It did better 
than Deep Impact. But that did not 
change the fact that the originator 
of the meteor-headed-toward Earth 
story idea was still Bruce Joel Rubin, 
the screenwriter for Deep Impact. 

Well, guess what? On September 
26, in real life, NASA scientists fired 
off a rocket at a far-off meteor head- 
ing our way to see if the resulting 
explosion could send it skittering off 
in another direction. Even though the 
meteor posed no danger to us, Ameri- 
can taxpayers nevertheless paid more 
than $300 million for this to happen. 
The explosion, I believe, would take 
place during the festival. 

Well, there you are. Moviemakers 
make things happen. And moviemak- 
ers matter. 

Ooops. A light just went on at the 
main house. I’m out the door and in 
the rowboat. Peterson, get us out of 
here.

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HACKERS STOLE SUFFOLK DATA, CRIPPLING COUNTY OPERATIONS 


Cyber Snafu: Suffolk Ransomware 
Attack Ripples Across County 


BY TIMOTHY BOLGER 


Hz demanding ransom for 
the release of Suffolk County 
government data that the cybercrimi- 
nals seized has triggered a wave of 
headaches for lawmakers, businesses 
and residents across the East End and 
beyond. 

Suffolk officials took the county web- 
site offline on September 8 to contain 
the damage and started incrementally 
restoring access about three weeks 
later. Hackers claiming responsibility 
for the attack posted on the dark web 
screenshots of some of the documents 
stolen from county servers and later 
followed through on threats to release 
more if the county did not pay a “re- 


ward.” County representatives did not 
answer questions about if they paid 
the ransom. 

“We are working to ensure services 
that our residents rely on are restored 
in a safe and secure way,” Suffolk 
County Executive Steve Bellone said 
in a statement. : 

The breach appears to be the most 
high-profile cyberattack ever against 
a government entity on Long Island. 
Local school districts have been the 
target of such attacks over the years, 
but the Suffolk cyberattack is the first 
known incident to disrupt an entire 
county’s operations in the region. 
Such attacks are increasingly common 
nationwide. 

County officials maintained that it 


was business as usual despite county 
lawmakers sharing their personal 
email addresses on their social media 
accounts to remain accessible to con- 
stituents and many county govern- 
ment tasks typically performed online 
temporarily converted to paperwork. 
A temporary landing page remained in 
place of the county website at suffolk- 
countyny.gov as of press time, nearly a 
month after the attack was discovered. 

BUSINESS IMPACT 

Among the industries most impact- 
ed by the cyberattack was real estate, 
as attorneys, brokers and title insur- 
ance providers were hamstrung by ac- 
cess being cut off to the county clerk’s 


office that maintains key records re- 


quired in property sales transactions. 


“It was no treat being down for three 
weeks,” said Chris Nuzzi, executive 
vice president and regional director 
of Advantage Title, a title insurance 
agency. “Not having access to the 
clerk’s records made it extremely dif- 
ficult to keep things in process.” 

East Hampton-based d Town & 
Country Real Estate CEO Judi Deside- 
rio said in an email that it is impacting 
real estate market data reports. 

“The disruption is greater than I 
can express,” she wrote. “But for the 
purposes of reporting on real estate 
closings, suffice to say these statistics 
— ALL statistics — are missing the last 
three weeks of 3rd Quarter 2022 re- 
portings. There is no saying when the 
reliability of all reports will resume, 
since the problem remains.” 

The clerk’s office began to resume 
in-person title. searches at its River- 
head offices on October 1 as a part of 
what a county spokesperson called 
the “rolling restoration of services” in 
which “the most essential functions” 
are prioritized.

“The real estate industry is criti- 
cal to our economy, and last week, I 
met with various stakeholder groups 
to discuss contingency plans as the 
county continues to assess the cyber 
intrusion,” Bellone said of restoring 

_access to the Suffolk County Clerk’s of- 
_ fice to allow real estate transactions to 
proceed. 

Nuzzi said the dozens of transac- 
tions that were stalled due to access to 
the clerk’s office records being paused 
had an economic impact. 

“You can easily say that over the pe- 
riod of several weeks there are billions 


-of dollars [of real estate transactions] | 


that could potentially be sitting on the 
sidelines,” he said. 

LAW ENFORCEMENT AFFECTED 

Both the Suffolk County Police De- 
partment headquarters in Yaphank 
and Suffolk County Sheriff's office in 
Riverhead have been caught up in the 
cyberattack. 

The hackers wrote in posts that 
court and sheriff's office records were 
among the data seized. And the police 
department has had to rely on out- 
side agencies for assistance with basic 
functions such as fingerprinting, back- 
ground checks and more. 

“While our internal process may 
be a little different, residents can still 
expect the same services they rely on,” 
said Derek Poppe, assistant deputy 
commissioner for public affairs, who

noted that 911 is up and running. “The 
SCPD has partnered with the New 
York State Police to ensure a seam- 
less continuity of services. In addition, 
we are doing live-scan at State Police 
barracks across the Island, meaning 
that when an arrest happens, SCPD of- 
ficers process them at the NYS police 
barracks, including fingerprinting. 
Troopers are also helping members 
of the department with running data 
during traffic stops such as running 
plates, identifying arrest history, war- 
rants, VIN numbers, stolen cars, etc.” 
Suffolk Police Commissioner Rod- 
ney Harrison said staff from partner 
agencies were called in to lend as- 
sistance and there was an increase in

staffing in the department’s Communi- 
cations Section with the addition of 10 
emergency complaint operators from 
the NYPD. There is also assistance be- 
ing provided to the department from 
regional partners in coordination with 
the state Department of Homeland Se- 
curity and Emergency Services. 

A spokesman for the sheriff did not 
respond to a request for comment. 

NEXT STEPS 

The investigation is continuing into 
who is behind the attack and how to 
prevent a repeat in the future. © 

The attack is attributed to a type of 
ransomware — malicious computer 
code that holds web-based data hos- 
tage unless demands for payment are 
made — known as BlackCat. A screen- 
shot of the purported message stated 
that the hackers seized 4 terabytes of 
data that includes files from govern- 
ment contracts and information on 
private citizens, according to Data- 
Breaches.net, a blog that tracks such 
cyber incidents. 

Neither the county nor the hackers’ 
message indicated a dollar amount for 
the ransom that was demanded. The 
county hired multiple cybersecurity 
firms to conduct an examination and 
restore services. It has offered to help 
anyone whose personal information 
was. publicly exposed, putting them at 


_ risk for identity theft. 


“The county will notify any affected 
individuals as required by law, and all 
of those affected individuals will be 
offered free identity theft protection 
services,” the county said in a state- 
ment on its interim website. “However, 
because the assessment is ongoing, - 
Suffolk County wants to ensure that 
employees, residents and stakehold- 
ers are informed about precautionary 
measures they can take to help them 
protect themselves from becoming 
victims of fraud or identity theft.” 

If the attack will impact the county's 
ability to hold the elections in the com- 
ing weeks remains to be seen.

Gallery Guide 
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Kara Hoblin Explores “The East End 
A to Z’ in New Children’s Book 


BY OLIVER PETERSON. 


66 C reepy caterpillars crawled cautiously through 

the corn maze,” Greenport artist Kara Hoblin 
writes with heavy alliteration in her new illustrated 
alphabet book, The East End A to Z, which also func- 


tions as a wonderful “I Spy” activity for children and 


parents who read it to them. 

Just released by East End Press on Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 4, the book is alive with Hoblin’s lovely illustra- 
tions depicting individual letters of the alphabet filled 
with imagery of East End flora, wildlife, landmarks, 
businesses, homes, food and much more. Each ar- 
tistic letter is opposite a page with one of Hoblin’s 
whimsical, alliterative sentences and a list of things to 
find within the picture. For the two-page “C” spread 
with her “creepy caterpillar” sentence, for example, 
the artist lists clam, chicken, corn on the cob, crocus, 
corn maze, Cutchogue Diner and crab, among other 
items that can be discovered in the beautifully ren- 
dered corresponding artwork. 

While her career was already moving along nicely 
— with multiple solo and group exhibitions, and work 
as a muralist and live chalk artist all across Long Is- 
land and beyond — Hoblin became even more well- 
known to the East End community and people in 
nearly every country around the world when, during 
the height of the pandemic in April 2020, she created 
a colorful chalk drawing on her driveway in honor of 
essential workers and posted it to social media. 

The moving tribute, which showed doctors and 
nurses in a heart made of flowers with a “Thank You” 
banner spread out across the front, quickly went vi- 
ral, making headlines through various news outlets, 
including Dan’s Papers and national websites like 
upliftingpandemicstories.com.

Hoblin’s image grabbed the attention of thousands 
who admired and shared its bright, positive sentiment 


. during a very dark time. And this widespread visibil- 


ity was directly responsible for the book that is now 
hitting shelves more than two years later. At the time, 
East End Press publisher Pauline Neuwirth says she 
saw the essential workers tribute and was “captivated.” 

She contacted Hoblin and they worked together to 
create The East.End A to Z, which feels destined to 
be a classic that parents and their kids will read over 
and over, always finding something new in the artist's 
intricate illustrations. As Hoblin explains in the “how 
to use this book” page: “Enjoy the illustrations. Read 
along with your little ones. Try to find all the things. 
Repeat, again and again. Feel the love. Spread the 
compassion. Explore the East End.”

“When Pauline reached out, it felt like the perfect 
fit, because she really handles distribution and every- 
thing aside from me being somewhere and signing a 
book, and drawing and writing everything,” Hoblin 
says, noting that Neuwirth provided helpful informa- 
tion about the South Fork since she knows much less 
about that half of the East End. She says the publisher 
was very accommodating and took time to walk her 
through all aspects of the book’s creation. “I also was 
very needy. I need to see the paper, I need to see ev- 
erything before it gets printed, because for me it’s an 
extension of my artwork,” Hoblin continues. 

“This book took almost a year to make. It started 
as chalk but then I transitioned to drawing them 
digitally,” Hoblin recalls. “I really wanted to preserve 
the look of my work. I didn’t want it to look digital ... 
so it was a challenge,” she says, pointing out that The 
East End A to Z started as picture book, but after she 
finished all the letter illustrations, she knew it needed 
more. Hoblin then wrote the little, single-sentence 
stories before coming up with the inspired I-Spy idea, 
which she realized would make it more fun for kids 
and parents to read together.

“If I were a mom, Id love to spend time with my 
kids reading to them. They can find the things and 
feel empowered,” Hoblin adds, noting that filling the 
book with recognizable items from the Hamptons 
and North Fork also makes it more personal and re- 
latable for readers. 

“This is where we live. This is our home. These are 
things they can then connect with driving by, or re- 
member. That’s what I was thinking. Learning about 
the place where you live in a fun way,” she says. “It’s 
inclusive for every age, basically. I didn’t want it to just 
sit on a coffee table and look pretty, which it can do. 
But I hope parents and kids also want to pick it up.” 

Beyond a few businesses, like the Cutchogue Diner, 
Hoblin tried to approach her subjects without using 
specific names. Instead, she considers many of the — 
drawings as “Easter eggs,” which will be recogniz- 
able for those who know the area. For example, the 
artist says the red coffee cup and saucer on her cover 
is an “iconic” part of Aldo’s coffee shop in Greenport, 
but adds, “I didn’t write Aldo’s because I didn’t want 


to favor anybody, and I couldn’t make a book with 


everybody because there’s just too many people.” 

She also put her dog Lily on the “D” page and drew 
blue, Cookie Monster-flavored ice cream, famously 
from Magic Fountain in Mattituck, on the “I” page, 
and a faded representation of the Lucharitos wrap- 
per on the quesadilla in her “Q” drawing. The tractor 
under “T” is a faded pink color, like the unforgettable 
farming vehicle parked at Bayview Market & Farms 
in Riverhead. “If you're driving out to the North Fork, 
you've passed that tractor,” she says, explaining that 
kids who read the book will find things in it that they 
recognize from their community, or find things in the 
community that they recognize from the book. 

Hoblin launched The East End A to Z with a book 
signing at First and South in Greenport on Tuesday, 
October 4 and she will do more signings at a future 
date.

Gore has also hosted NBC’s ist 
Look, Live on the Red Carpet specials for the 
Golden Globes, Primetime Emmy Awards 
and other specials produced for LXTV, and 
has appeared regularly on The Today Show, 
Beat Bobby Flay and Worst Cooks in America. 
On top of all that, Gore joined Million 
Dollar Listing New York’s Ryan Serhant at his 
eponymous brokerage in 2021. While based 
in Manhattan, SERHANT. has a satellite 
post here in the Hamptons.

Thank you! I think people find comfort in 
watching our show - cuddling up, grabbing 
a cup of coffee, watching some amazing 
design and getting some inspiration for 
their own home. Our show is aspirational. 
It’s an escape. It’s a moment of zen and a 
great way to ease into your Sunday. And 
I’m happy to be a part of that. I love when 
people tell me that their Sunday mornings 
start with a cup of coffee and Open House. 

Can you give us a taste of what you have 
planned for this season’s shows? 

This season we are continuing to seek 
out and feature the best of the best not 
only in the city and the tri-state area, but 
also all over the country for our national 
version of Open House. Plus, we’re going 
international! We'll be highlighting more 
celeb homes and distinctive properties. lam 
personally hoping for more travel episodes 
because I love when we get out and explore 
architecture and the culture in different 
parts of the country. 

How did you first get involved with 
the show? 

I have been involved with the show since 
its inception in 2007. I was working with a 
then-broadband network first called Code 
TV which was then changed to LXTV. I 
was mostly covering food and restaurants 
to begin with because of my cooking 
background, and moved on to more general 
lifestyle coverage. One day, Morgan Hertzan 


(who started LXTV with Joseph Varet) sent 
me to George Oliphant’s apartment at the 
time on Minetta to record what would be 
the “sizzle” for a real estate show. A sizzle is 
like an abbreviated version of a show. It’s a 
proof of concept to help sell it. We recorded 
ina kitchen corner! It didn’t seem like much 
and I had very little knowledge of what we 
were going for. Some short time later, I was 
filming our premiere episode. At the time I 
thought who wants to watch a show about 
real estate? (Because I don’t believe there 
were any outside of HGTV at the time.) Now 
I realize... apparently a lot of people! Here 
we are 15 years later. 

Speaking of milestones, you just 
celebrated the 123th anniversary of New 
York Live, as well. What has been your 
recipe for success on the show? 

What I love about having done both New 
York Live and Open House for so long is 
that they are completely different animals. 
Different energy. Different audience. One is 
live and one is taped. If you told me 13 years 
ago that I would still be live on TV every day 
for the next 13 years... wouldn’t have been 
able to mentally get a hold of that! Now, it’s 
just a fun thing I get to do. In the beginning, 
we worried about staying on the air and 
there was stress in that. Time has allowed 
me to settle in and just enjoy it. There are 
no nerves. I just go in prepared, and after 
that, it’s just gravy. Each day is different.

How are the homes on Open House 
selected? 

We have a talented team of producers 
who are always on the hunt for not only 
super high-end luxury, but also places with 
a unique or interesting history. Now, we 
have brokers, designers, even homeowners 
reaching out to us. Having done this for so 
long, we have established great relationships 
within the business. 

Is there anything that you've learned 
from Open House that you have taken back 
to your own home design projects? 

Absolutely! I am constantly inspired to 
take ideas from the show and incorporate 
them into my own home. It’s actually a 
dangerous show to be a part of. I always 
want to change something. I redid my entire 
dining room during the pandemic... learned 
how to wallpaper and did my laundry room, 
two bathrooms, and a bedroom. | have 
reupholstered furniture because I'll see 
something I like and want to try it myself. 
I have painted large canvases after seeing 
something I like on the show or ata listing. | 
chalk-paint furniture to match a theme or a 
trend I’ve seen. I just love a DIY moment and 
I love to redecorate! 

When did real estate first pique your 
interest? How did it become such a central 
theme in your life? 

It started young! My mother always 
had an interest in design and in building 
homes. She was basically the acting general 


contractor on any home we lived in growing 
up. She was a fan of designing a home and 
building it from scratch as opposed to 
buying one. She loved the process. I grew 
up always looking at design and home 
improvement shows and magazines, filling 
my head with ideas. We even painted murals 
on walls together. On the real estate side... I 
worked in property management in college 
and had intended to get my license early on. 
Acting, cooking, and hosting put that on 
the side burner until the pandemic hit and 
I finally had the time to take the course and 
Set my license. 

How did you make the jump into selling 
real estate? 

After having hosted this show for so many 
years and loving being a part of the world of 
luxury real estate, I was ready to take that 
next step. As I mentioned, I had wanted to 
for some time, but just couldn’t find the 
time. Now, I could take everything I learned 
about marketing a property, about staging, 
about the attention to detail required in this 
field and apply it to this whole other side 
of the business. I enjoy being a part of this 
pivotal moment for homeowners or buyers. 
It feels like a fresh start... a new chapter. 
And change is good! So I always like to see 
it as a positive. Being a real estate agent is 
somewhat like being a matchmaker, but 
in this case we’re helping to find the right 
home for the right owner, 

What sets SERHANT. apart? 


SERHANT. was just the right fit for me. 
It is the future of selling real estate. They 
understand the importance of branding 
yourself and connecting with clients by 
organically showing them what you have 
to offer, especially through social media. 
It’s flush with resources to help make you 
and your properties shine. We have access 
to designer staging, high-end photography, 
film-quality media and content capabilities.

Why did you choose to become a 
SERHANT. Signature agent? 

For me it was a no-brainer. I’ve known 
Ryan Serhant through the years.

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walk in? This is a happy place. And it makes 
me happy whenever I’m in it. Which is why 
it’s where we hosted the 15th anniversary 
press event for Open House on September 
15. The solarium alone is unparalleled — 
that’s what I love about NY real estate! One 
place is better than the next for completely 
different reasons. It’s about finding the one 
that makes you happiest and meets your 
needs at that time in your life. 

Particularly from Manhattan to 
Montauk? 

Well, I think what clients are looking for 
in the city is the complete opposite of what 
they are looking for in the Hamptons. I 
think anything on the water is going to be 
prime real estate. To me... it’s the reason for 
having a home there. 

Or are there any 
particularly come to mind? 

If I’m in the city it’s all about the views 
and the outdoor space. I grew up in upstate 
New York where there was space, greenery, 
and land, but it certainly did not have the 
world at its feet like the city does. So after 
moving here at 17 for college... I knew this 
was home, but I still crave the outdoors. So 
I covet a NYC pad with views and outdoor 
space. I have to say though I might be 
willing to lose some outdoor space for a 
basement level pool, spa, and wellness 
studio. I think that was a home on Open

House from last year. What a showstopper. 
Some homes I have been in have been the 
ultimate playground. Two homes that stick 
out are from two designers I love: Lela Rose 
and Cynthia Rowley. They are both playful 


while being stunning and _ whimsical, 
functional and fun. I remember swinging 
on the swing that hangs over the end of the 
dining room table that opens up from the 
floor. So when they aren’t using that 20-seat 
table, it’s a dance floor! Cynthia’s home is 
as she describes it... The Royal Tenenbaums 
on acid. The gold piano that she uses as an 
oversized ice bucket for parties... genius. 

Speaking of Manhattan real estate, how 
do you think city real estate is recovering 
from the COVID-19 pandemic? 

We all know the New York City real estate 
market has taken a hit. When the pandemic 
hit, real estate transactions slowed 
significantly. Deals didn’t close. People got 
cold feet, which is understandable as we 
were all living in such uncertainty. 

Then there was a shift. The city started 
coming alive again. The market was really 
in a healthier place when people started to 
want change. Whether they were moving 
in or moving out, the fact is, there was 
movement. Obviously a lot of people were 
selling to move out of the city and into more 
suburban areas and people’s wants and 
needs changed with wanting outdoor space 
and home offices. Prices came down a little 
and gave buyers an opportunity to scoop 
things up. If things were priced correctly... 
they would sell relatively quickly. 

Now that we are dealing with rising 
interest and mortgage rates, people are 
certainly showing some hesitation with

when is the right time to buy; it’s the ageold 
question. AS we speak now, the average 
mortgage rate is just over 6% for the first 
time since 2008. But you need to put these 
things into perspective: the average rate 
in the 80s was more than 12%, and just 
over 8% in the gos. It will likely continue to 
rise, at least for the short term, so if you’re 
interested in buying now, but want to wait 
for rates to come down... you may be waiting 
for a while. My suggestion is to buy now, 
and once you find the place that’s right for 
you, don’t hesitate! Even with rising rates, 
homes are selling, averaging 135 days on the 
market in Q2 this year. That’s compared to 
181 days in the same time last year. 

Down markets create buying 
opportunities - there is room for negotiation 
and you can find deals! That’s of course best 
done with a great agent. Take advantage! 

We understand you work with clients 
from Manhattan to Montauk: do you have 
any favorite locations out east? 

The Hamptons are a wonderland of 
spectacular homes, beachfront living, and 
the ultimate in luxury lifestyle. There’s 
culture, there’s shopping,there’s history, 
there’s beach clubs and of course swimming. 
The best thing about all its villages and 
towns is that each one kind of has its own 
personality. So it really depends on your 
personality and needs. I tend to gravitate 
toward Southampton, but of course I don’t 
want to hurt any of the other towns’ feelings. 
Water Mill is nice and just so happens to be 


the location of the new SERHANT. House 
Hamptons. Go on in and take a look! 

Tell us a little bit about your other 
passion — food! We know you started out

in the food industry as a personal chef and 
food columnist and were even a line cook 
for the internationally renowned chef/ 
restaurateur Jean-Georges Vongerichten. 
Do you even have time to cook anymore? 
Are you planning any other television 
shows centered around cooking? 

Honestly I love to cook and try to, as 
much as I can, at home. My husband always 
says, “Why go out if you cook as good as 
any restaurant?” He’s spoiled (though that 
certainly depends on the restaurant)! But, 
I really do love it. I also love to know what’s 
in the food I feed my family so the only way 
to do that is make it yourself. However... 
Mama also needs a break sometimes 
and it’s important to support your local 
restaurants! I cook dinners during the 
week (much simpler than my former Jean- 
Georges dishes!) and love to bake and make 
elaborate breakfasts on the weekends. And 
early Sunday dinners are a must. As for a 
cooking show... that’s never completely 
off my radar. I’ve started doing cooking 
segments in the kitchens of my listings 
for the SERHANT. Listed channel. That 
reminds me to plan the next one at One57. 
Stay tuned! 

With your culinary background, do 
you find yourself especially drawn to the 
kitchens of the homes you get to show? 

Oh... absolutely. I’m always drawn to a 
kitchen. If I see a beautiful apartment with 
a lousy kitchen I always think, “Ah... what a 
shame!” Years ago we started “Heart of the 
Home” episodes on Open House featuring 
chefs’ homes because of my love of kitchens! 
We need to do another one. Curtis Stone... 
expect a call. 

With three kids and a husband, how do 
you balance it all? Any tips for working 
parents struggling to balance both career 
and family life? 

Coffee? Ha! But seriously, although 
it’s a challenge, trying to focus on what’s 
happening in the moment while still 
planning for what’s on the horizon is a 
skill you learn as a parent. You have to 
be the ultimate multitasker. It’s just a 
parental job requirement. So I make my 
lists (personal and professional) and make 
sure I check them throughout the day. I’m 
focused at work and I try to be focused at 
home. But give yourself some grace. Putting 
down phones and focusing solely on kids 
and homelife is getting more and more 
challenging with work hours becoming 
more and more blurred with WFH options. 
It takes reminding yourself regularly that 
you deserve “you” time and family time. 
Allow yourself to take it.

hen — residents 
wanted a 
Cus ta mw - 
made master 
Slate anc 
railing for their 
East Hampton 
house a few years ago, they were looking for 
what would become a centerpiece. They got 
it in the form of a curved elliptical staircase 
with custom balusters and finish. 

“Everything was designed with that 
staircase in mind,” Rachel Miller, president 
of Spirit Ironworks in Bayport, says of the 
railing that took eight months from design 
to completion. “It’s the focal point.” 

Rachel and Tim Miller, a brother and 
sister team who run Spirit Ironworks, do 
fine metal work, including blacksmithing, 
which entails metalwork to create objects 
primarily from wrought iron or steel, but 
sometimes from other metals. 

When people want miracles in metal, 
including heavenly staircases, the Millers 
are among the master metalworkers who 
provide it. 

“The balusters and railing were curved,” 
Tim, a master craftsman, says of that 
particular staircase. “They wanted a bright 
finish. It was bare metal. Everything had to 
be polished and sanded.” 

The brother and sister team also designed 
and built a stainless steel staircase with a 
custom railing and a fireplace screen from 
hand-hammered stainless steel for a home 
in Southampton. 

“That’s a hard material to work with,” 
Rachel says. “And it was a unique design.” 

Tim described a 14-foot-tall door they 
made, along with a fireplace surround and 
driveway gate, for a house in Southampton. 

“Everything we make is handmade, a lot 
of times using traditional methods,” Tim 
says. “And it’s one of a kind.” 

A tour of their metal-working shop 
reveals finely crafted metal filigree, metal 
pieces showcasing finishes, steel flowers 
given a hand finish with graphite and mica 
powder and even a bright, fragile-looking 
flower covered with gold leaf. 

“Stainless steel is popular,” Rachel says. 
“People are in love with custom patinas, 
blackened steel. You put a chemical on the 
steel to make it look older. We do the same 
thing with bronze.” 

They crafted a door with 12 bronze 
portholes and corrugated stainless steel 
paneling, which they sent to a company to 
help exactly match bronze hardware in the 
home. “Sometimes those are the lengths you 
go to, to get the desired effect,” Rachel says.

They walked Behind The Hedges through 
their studio, a veritable metalworking 
museum showcasing work they do for 
residences, businesses, restorations and art 
installations. 

“This is a sample for a driveway gate 
we did in North Sea for a private gated 
community,” Rachel says as she walks 
through the studio. 

The two grew up with metals: Their 
father, Harry Miller, owns Miller’s Mint, a 
coin store in Patchogue, where they were 
introduced to heating and working metal. At 
age 11 0n a visit to the Bellport-Brookhaven 
Historical Society’s blacksmith shop, Tim 
saw a blacksmith cutting hot steel with a 
chisel. 

“For some reason, that image was seared 
into my memory. ‘The idea that hard, 
cold metal could be shaped in heat with a 
hammer and anvil blew my 11-year-old 
mind,” he says. “I was interested in tools 
and history and fire. The idea that you could 


create something using fire was appealing 
to me.” 

The siblings later obtained permission to 
work in that same shop. Tim received a BFA 
in metals in 1998 from SUNY New Paltz; in 
1999 he set up his own forge in Bayport and 
founded Spirit Ironworks in 2001. Rachel 
obtained a B.F.A. in 1992 from the University 
of the Arts in Philadelphia. 

“It’s basically when you take something 
of yourself and put it into the work,” Rachel 
says of naming Spirit Ironworks. “You take 
part of your spirit and put it into your work.” 

They say it takes years to build the 
necessary skills by reading books, 
taking classes at craft schools with other 
experienced blacksmiths, as well as online 
discussions in professional forums. 

“We started out as artists and we wanted 
to continue to make art. This is a vehicle to 
do that,” Rachel says. “There were times 500 
years ago when very wealthy people became 
patrons of the arts. In a way, some of our

clients are like that when they request a 
unique piece.” 

At first they both did metal work; now 
Tim leads the metal work, while Rachel 
oversees the business itself. 

“We've been in business almost 20 years. 
For about the first half, I worked in the 
shop,” Rachel says. “As our jobs became 
more complex, someone needed to run the 
front end of the business.” 

They walk around their 5,000-square- 
foot shop with fans running, stopping in the 
blacksmithing area near two coal forges for 
heating and shaping metal. There are also 
two power hammers and a gas forge in the 
shop that employs eight workers. 

“These are feathers for a large sculpture 
were making,” Tim says of work for a 
developer to go up near the Wyandanch 
railroad station. “We have some unique 
equipment that allows us to shape big pieces 


of sheet metal.” 

They also do_ historical restoration, 
including restoring a 15-foot weathervane 
for the Vanderbilt Museum and Planetarium 
in Centerport. 

“There are a lot of rusted parts. We’re 
replacing that with new,” Rachel says. 
“A big globe goes on the bottom of this 
weathervane. We’re going to restore that.” 

They made a 45-pound, wrought iron bell 
clapper as part of a work for a Jeff Koons 


retrospective at the Whitney Museum of 


American Art in Manhattan. 

The company does custom fabrication, 
blacksmithing, art, and restoration, mixing 
tradition with new technology, including an 
induction forge that heats metal through 
magnetism. 

“This is a way of heating metal that has 
become affordable and accessible,” Tim 
says of the equipment that turns metal rods

bright orange amid 2,000-degree heat. “It 
uses an oscillating electromagnetic field to 
create electrical currents inside the metal. 
We use that when we need a small area 
heated up or we have a bunch of small parts 
to make.” 

They recently used that to make custom 
nails for a house in Saint Kitts, as they match 
the machine to the task. Tim approaches 
a large hydraulic cylinder mounted to a 
welding table. 

“This is a machine we built on our own to 
bend metal,” he says. “We can use it for cold 
bending metal without heating.” 

While to many people blacksmithing may 
be a thing of the past, Tim says it remains a 
vibrant craft. 

“I think there was really a need for us,” 
he says. “But there wasn’t an awareness that 
this was something people were still willing 
to do.”

Iconic Hampton Bays 
Storefront Hits the Market

S Hampton Bays 
continues to reinvent 
itself, another piece of 
the hamlet’s history is 
for sale. 

For six decades, the 
single-story building at 
2 Ponquogue Avenue in the center of town 
has been home to Carl & Jack’s, a venerable 
discount retailer, which within its com- 
fortable wood-paneled confines features 
brands like Carhart, Keen and Caterpillar 
apparel, and is beloved by the local fisher- 
men and builders who account for the ma- 
jority of its business. 

The property was recently listed exclu- 
sively with Town & Country Real Estate for 


de | 


$1.395 million ($1,083 per square foot). An- 
nual property taxes are currently $5,800. 
Founded by the late Carl Greenberg, Carl 
& Jack’s has been owned and operated 
continuously by three generations of the 
Greenberg family since 1957. Carl’s grand- 
daughter, Tammy, continues to work in the 
store today. The family, which according to 
their representative, prefers not to speak to 
the media, has been a Hampton Bays fixture 
for as long as most locals can remember. 
“It’s a little sad to see Carl & Jacks on the 
market,” notes Tom Crowley, a local resi- 
dent whose family history in the hamlet 
dates back to the 19th century. “The store 
was an institution for baymen—and it still 
is now. My father knew [Carl’s son] Jack, 
and I remember him from the store when 
I was a kid. Obviously, you can’t blame the 
family for selling, especially if the younger 
generation doesn’t want to keep it going. 


But it would be great if it was sold to some- 
one who wanted to continue running the 
same type of business.” 

Located just one storefront south of the 
busy intersection of Ponquogue Avenue and 
Montauk Highway and bordered by restau- 
rants, salons and the entrance to a multi- 
store shopping development anchored by 
King Kullen, Rite Aid and Starbucks, the 
1,288 square-foot space sees as much foot 
traffic as any location in Hampton Bays. 

It’s fronted by two-hour on-street park- 
ing directly in front of the building with a 
municipal lot nearby. The space is ideal for 
a single business, but could potentially be 
split to house two separate retail stores, 
according to B.B. King, Town & Country’s 
listing agent. 

“There has been tremendous interest in 
the property. We’ve already had thousands 
of inquiries online and by phone,” notes 
King. 

King, who represents multiple commer- 
cial and industrial properties across the 
Kast End, points out that in addition to its 
iconic past and prime location, part of the 
building’s intrinsic value stems from the 
fact that Hampton Bays skews more heavily

toward full-year residents than most of its 
neighboring communities. 

The Bays’ commercial district, which runs 
primarily along Montauk Highway, is also 
unique compared with its tonier neighbors 
to the east and west. In a sense, the poten- 
tial sale of Carl & Jack’s epitomizes the state 
of a hamlet that seems to be perpetually in 
transition. 

“I love the main drag the way it is,” says 
Jerry Anthony, a semi-retired builder. “It’s 
got everything I need. There’s a great hard- 
ware store, a music store, an auto parts 


store... and it’s got Carl & Jack’s. I bought The property is ae at $1.3 395 million

my waders there, and I probably bought 
four pairs of Keen boots from them over the 
last five years. It’s a loss for the town. It’s 
a little piece of history that’s going away,” 
Anthony says. 

But hamlet residents like Anthony also 
understand marketplace dynamics.“Would 
I like to see some more upscale stores and 
restaurants, more places to walk to, some- 
where to sit and have a nice breakfast? 
Yeah, | would—as long as the locals don’t 
get priced out. I think Hampton Bays is still 
trying to figure out what it wants to be over 
the next 10 or 20 years.” 


Last Large Parcel Along Deep Hole 
Creek Preserved, But What's Next?

15-acre property on 
Deep Hole. Creek in 
Mattituck, once at risk 
of being subdivided 
into seven building lots, 
has been successfully 
preserved thanks to the 
Peconic Land Trust and a powerful movement 
from the community, as well as the Town of 
Southold. 

Despite a real estate boom on the East End 
throughout the pandemic, the Peconic Land 
Trust, a nonprofit organization, was able to 
buy the property, officially closing on 4180 
New Suffolk Avenue back on June 28. It was 
purchased from the Koehler family for $2.85 
million, Suffolk County deed transfers show, 
along with the simultaneous sale of devel- 
opment rights to the town. Rita Rooney of 
Douglas Elliman represented the seller. 

“We are so grateful to the Koehler family 
for choosing to collaborate with us, the Town, 
and YOU, the community, to achieve a con- 
servation outcome,” the Peconic Land Trust 
said in a statement. “This land will be con- 
served forever because so many people cared 
and joined together in community-focused 
spirit.” 

The 14.94-acre parcel of fallow farmland is 
located at the southeast corner of New Suf- 
folk Avenue and Marratooka Road and is the 
last parcel of undeveloped property along 
Deep Hole Creek, one of the access points in 
the area to Peconic Bay. New Suffolk Avenue,

on the North Fork’s south side, runs 3.5 miles 
from the Handy Pantry down to the water. 

The land trust considers the acquisition a 
“conservation success story,” as it raised more 
than $653,000 in a relatively short period of 
time, from 115 donors who rallied to preserve 
the Deep Hole Creek parcel. (The land trust 
took out a loan for the balance.) 

The land trust, which has helped conserve 
more than 13,000 acres on Long Island since 
1983, considers itself the “interim owner” of 
the property and is seeking a qualified con- 
servation buyer to acquire and care for the 
property going forward. 

The trust has had several inquiries and, at 
press time, was anticipating the release of a

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Request for Proposals (RFP). “The property is 
currently fallow farmland and may remain 
as such contributing to the scenic character 
of Southold or put into agricultural produc- 
tion, perpetuating the farming industry syn- 
onymous with the North Fork,” according to 
Holly Sanford, senior project manager, and 
Alison Delaney, the development officer at the 
land trust. 

The conservation buyer could either be a 
farmer or someone who will manage the land 
with the potential of leasing the land for cul- 
tivation, they explain. 

In the meantime, the land trust will manage 
the property using agricultural best practic- 
es. “The land should remain as undisturbed 
as possible, so the final owner may determine 
the land’s use,” Sanford and Delaney say. 

Supporters of the project gathered togeth- 
er at McCall Wines in Cutchogue on August 
21, 2022, to celebrate the acquisition. “We’re 
all here because of the places that make the 
North Fork so special, and it’s on us to pro- 
tect them,” said Russ McCall, who hosted the 
event. “It’s not just the beauty of our natural 
lands, our working farms, or our local history 
and heritage that make the North Fork spe- 
cial, it’s the people — all of you!” 

Donations can still be made. The loan will 
be repaid through any additional donations, 
plus the sale of the property to the qualified 
conservation buyer.

e Hamptons International Film 
Festival is celebrating its 30th 
year, and 2022 festival, with a special 
evening of fun and culture in South- 
ampton, including a screening of Louis 
Armstrong’s Black & Blues and an af- 
terparty on Saturday, October 8 hosted 
by HIFF Chairman Randy Mastro and 
his wife, Jonine Bernstein, an attend- 
ing epidemiologist at Memorial Sloan 
Kettering Cancer Center in NYC. 
Directed by Sacha Jenkins, and 
also screening as part of the World 
Cinema Documentary lineup, Louis 
Armstrong’s Black & Blues is playing 
at Sag Harbor Cinema at 6:30 p.m. and 
Southampton Arts Center at 7:45 p.m. 
on Saturday. Event ticket holders can 
attend either screening before the 30th 
anniversary celebration party. 
In his illuminating portrait of the 


iconic artist, Jenkins honors legendary 
trumpeter and vocalist Louis Arm- 
strong’s legacy as a founding father 
of jazz, one of the first internationally 
known and beloved stars, and a cultur- 
al ambassador. Showing sides of Arm- 
strong, also known as “Satchmo,” that 
few have had the privilege of seeing, 
Jenkins’s film paints a comprehensive 
picture of his extraordinary life. 

Louis Armstrong’s Black & Blues 
chronicles the musician’s story from 
the Civil War to the Civil Rights move- 
ment, illustrating how he became a 
lightning rod figure throughout that 
turbulent era. On one hand, Arm- 
strong risked his career by speaking 
out against inequality and injustice, 
specifically targeting Arkansas gov- 
ernor Orval Faubus’s efforts to block 
nine Black children from integrating 
at Little Rock’s Central High School by 
sending the National Guard in 1957. 


On the other side, the movie ex- 
plores how he had to fight for accep- 
tance from more radical activists who 
criticized Armstrong for being an “Un- 
cle Tom” who gave too much deference 
to his white listeners. : 

Director Sacha Jenkins is a longtime 
journalist who’s covered the hip-hop, 
graffiti, punk and metal scenes, and 
more, for magazines such as Rolling 
Stone and Spin. He was the music 
editor of Vibe magazine, has produced 
and directed television programs — 
The (White) Rapper Show and Ego 
Trip’s Race-O-Rama — and is also 
an accomplished musician with The 
White Mandingos rock band, making 
him a great fit for this doc. 


Jenkins’ other films and documen- — 


tary series include Fresh Dressed 
(2015), Word is Bond (2017), Wu-Tang 
Clan: Of Mics and Men (2019) and 
Bitchin’: The Sound and Fury of Rick 


James (2021). 

Presented through a lens of archival 
footage, never-before-heard home re- 
cordings and personal conversations, 
Louis Armstrong’s Black & Blues of- 
fers an intimate and revealing look at 
a musician who changed the world. 

The HIFF screenings give viewers 
an early look at this Apple original 
film, which will premiere on Apple 
TV+ on Saturday, October 22. Brian 
Grazer and Ron Howard are among 
the executive producers. 

It’s a great way to start your week 
at the Hamptons International Film 
Festival, which begins on Friday, Oc- 
tober 7 and continues through Sunday, 
October 16. :

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Rocco Up: Unconditional Love Put to Film 


ROCCO AND HIS DAD AT NAVY BEACH

mblazoned on the cover of our 

Hamptons International Film Fes- 
tival (HIFF) 2022 cover is the image of 
young Rocco Intonato, a nonverbal boy 
with autism who is the focus of the new 
documentary short film Rocco Up. 
Included in HIFF’s “Shorts Program: 
Views from Long Island,” the film will 
see its New York premiere at 5:30 p.m. 
on Thursday, October 13 and will be 
screened a second time in East Hamp- 
ton at 1:30 p.m. on Saturday, October 
15. However, the powerful message of 
this 22-minute film extends far past its 
two HIFF screenings. 

A kid after his dad’s. own heart, 
Rocco loves the ocean and has spent 
time at the beach with his surfing en- 
thusiast father, Ben Intonato, almost 
everyday of his life. Unfortunately for 
Rocco’s passion, some early childhood 
specialists felt that his core was too 
weak and his disability too strong to 
learn how to swim or surf. His parents 
knew him better. 

“When Rocco was quite young, we 


had many ‘specialists’ tell us all the 
things that they thought he would nev- 
er be able to do,” recalls Sara Intonato, 
Rocco’s mother and a_ professional 
neurodiverse parenting consultant. 
“Then I'd say to them, ‘Do you want to 
see a video of him riding a mountain 
bike on a trail?’ And they were like, 
‘What!?’ It was such a comical moment 
because Ben and I have always treated 
Rocco like everyone else. We always 


assumed that he could, and we never. | 


believed people when they said he’ll 
never do X or he'll never do Y.” 

“I felt really good in the ocean, and 
I felt like he is my son and — they’re 
telling me that he’s really different 
from me and he’s going to be so limited 
but — he’s just like me,” Ben Intonato 
says. “Why can’t he enjoy the surfing 
that I’m getting so much presence and 
enjoyment from as well? Once I got 
myself present in that mindset and 
was out on the water with him, I let 
him express himself and teach me how 
to do it in a different kind of way.” 

Once Rocco's surf training began, 


_ it became clear that not only did tra- 


ditional surfing techniques not click 
with him, but he also didn’t connect 
with methods designed for special 
needs students either. Instead, he 
came up with a new style all his own 
that would allow him to build up his 
confidence and core strength under 
his dad’s guidance. 

When most surfers go through surf 
break, they lie on their stomach and 
paddle through the break. Instead, 
Rocco stands on the tip of the board 
and, as his dad pushes the board be- 
hind him, he dances back and forth as 
the board climbs over the break. Roc- 
co’s grandfather, Don Intonato, still 
remembers the first time he managed 
to stand up without holding on to Ben. 

“Eventually, he lets go of his fa- 
ther’s hair and finally gets up, and the 
people on Ditch Plains Beach in Mon- 
tauk started to shout, ‘Rocco up!” he 
says. “That was them telling him, ‘Get 
up, Rocco, get up on the board. And 
that’s how the name (of the film) came 
about.” 

Since Rocco moved with the rest of 
the Intonato clan from Huntington

to Montauk, the seaside community 
adopted him as one of their own. Ev- 
erywhere he went, people would greet 
him with a high-five or a hug, and the 
local surfers made sure to leave Rocco 
ample space to practice. 

“It was really wonderful to see all 
the other people who weren't part of 


the Intonato family who cared about . 


Rocco and loved seeing his process, 
and also, other surfers who were aware 
of the situation made sure they made 
it easier for Ben and Rocco to surf out 
there,” Rocco Up filmmaker/director 
John Madere says. “It can be a rather 
competitive and a little bit dangerous 
sport sometimes when it gets crowded, 
and the fact that everyone knew Rocco 
and Ben’s story out there, I think that 
helped to keep them in a‘safe space 
and allowed Rocco to grow as a person 
and as a surfer.” 

One Montauk beachgoer who was 
particularly taken aback by. Rocco’s 
display of determination was Kevin 
McCann of Ditch Plains Productions 
LLC who — along with DPP partners 
Don Intonato, John Madere and Ruth 
Mamaril, the film’s writer/editor — 
produced the film. “With the help of ' 
the production company and their fi- 
nancing, it allowed us to make Rocco 
Up a much better film than it could’ve 
been without that funding,” Madere 
says. 

' He recorded thousands of hours of 
footage over a two-and-a-half-year 
period, capturing Rocco’s developing 
skill organically. Now, Rocco’s tip-of- 
board balance is so good, Montauk 
surfers want to learn about his custom 
technique. “He ultimately did achieve 
the unbelievable balance of traditional 
surfing that for someone of his level of 
disability, they would say is not pos- 
sible,” Ben says, 

“Being full present with the person 
youre with — maybe the traditional 
way of learning doesn’t work for them, 
it doesn’t mean there’s not another 


-way,” Sara emphasizes. “But you won't 


discover that other way until you're 
willing to try, and that can feel very 
vulnerable, can feel like there are a lot 
of unknowns. It may not work, but it 
definitely won’t work if you're unwill- 
ing to be fully present with that person 
and are trying to put them in a box that 
doesn’t work for them.” 

“The photo (on the October 7 Dan’s 
Papers cover) is actually great, be- 
cause it shows the uniqueness of what 
we can learn from special needs peo- 
ple — not just what we can teach them, 


- but what we can learn and observe,” 


Ben says. “In that shot that I just inad- 
vertently took (with a GoPro), you can 
see, in him, a calmness. I look at that 
and I think of the pure joy that he has 
out there, and he’s doing it in his own 
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unique way, but he really is doing it.” 

Thankfully for Ben, that calmness 
- is infectious. When parental anxieties 
creep in about the challenges Rocco 
faces or what his future might look 
like, Ben has discovered that finding 
his presence in nature helps ground 
him, as it does Rocco: “I would almost 
feel like something was coming over 
me and wrapping its arms around 
me, telling me that everything was go- 
ing to be OK, that I wasn’t alone, that 
this was a wonderful thing and Rocco 
‘is this unbelievable gift,” he says of 
the rejuvenating experience. “People 
would pat me on the back and say, ‘Oh, 
it’s so great youre doing this with your 
son, and I get that, but it’s been just as 
much of a therapy for me too.” 

This method of being present in na- 
ture is one that Ben advocates for due 
to its inspiring success with Rocco, and 
he hopes to see it help other parents 
deepen the bonds with their children, 
especially those with special needs. 

“If you're dealing with a challenge, 
or maybe you're intimidated by some- 
one who has a challenge — whether it’s 


a sickness or a disability — there’s a 
formula in place that I really feel that 


Rocco, Montauk, my family and the | 


community showed me. Go out into 
nature and find presence there. Bring 
that person who you want to rise up 
out there with you,” he says. “When 
that happens, then unconditional love 
can totally flow, and then from that 
unconditional love, there’s a rising up. 
Teaching and healing are accepted by 
both people, and eventually (your spir- 
its) both go up.” 

Ben continues, “Living out east 
has this real gift of nature here, and 
I think this gift of nature and being 
physical in it helps people be present. 
You can tell someone to be present, but 


what does that even mean? I can’t do - 


that on the spot. But I can go surfing, 
and when I’m surfing in nature and 
the beautiful waters of Long Island, 
that’s what shows me what presence 
is. ... It's about becoming your best self 
and then saying, ‘Hey, take my hand. 
I want to show you where I found this 


"joy. Let’s be joyous together.” 


While Ben connected with Rocco 


via the ocean, and aquatic therapy is 


considered effective for children with 


autism, he adds that other outdoor or 
focused activities should prove helpful 
in connecting with a child, as long as 
parents meet their child where they’re 
at. “That’s ‘Rocco Up, man: It doesn’t 
just have to be in the ocean,” he says. 
“It can happen for anybody. I am not 
an especially great surfer, not at all. 
There's nothing unique about me other 
than that I’m a very lucky person to 
be surrounded by an incredible wife, 
incredible family and incredible com- 
munity, and I have this incredible son. 
Somewhere in that whole mix, that 
melting pot, this formula came about.” 

~While Ben isn’t a professional neu- 
rodiverse parenting consultant, he is 
eager to use Rocco Up as a platform 
to inspire parents and educators with 
the formula that has worked so well 
with Rocco (because he helped invent 
it). And Sara, who is a professional 
NPC, would like to share insightful 
resources as well.

“I have come out of the water and - 


heard people cheering for this kid, 
and I’m just feeling like my heart is 
going to explode. I hope this inspires 
people to volunteer to work with spe- 
cial needs kids or to want to get their 
careers involved with special needs 
kids, especially here out east where we 
need more of those people to do these 
things,” Ben says. “I’m not saying this 
film is going to do that overnight, but it 
could help out a little bit. And maybe it 
could even start something that helps 
out a lot.”

ee people are wine lovers, others are white wine, or 
red wine, lovers. If you are a wine lover, but particularly 
a white wine lover, Pellegrini Vineyards on Long Island’s 
North Fork is a destination that cannot be missed. This isn’t 
to say they don’t also offer fabulous reds. They do, and there 
will be another column describing their wonderful merlot, 
but their whites are just such expressions of perfection they 
are beyond reproach. 

Those who aren't white wine lovers might want to ven- 
ture a visit to Pellegrini Vineyards and see if the depth and 
breadth of their white wine selections doesn’t change their 
minds. 


One often finds a vineyard that does something well, the — 


one-trick pony. Maybe a great sweet wine or a fabulous blend, 
but Pellegrini wines are crafted in such a way that each wine 
has an elegance, it captures the essence of the varietal, it 
honors the terroir and it has finesse. 

Let’s start talking about two wildly different but equally 
lovely wines: the 2019 Vintner’s Pride Chardonnay and the 
2019 Gewurztraminer. The tech sheet is not needed for the 
spectacular chardonnay.

Gewurztraminer is crisp, clean and off dry. Perfect 
for appetizers, Asian or Mexican foods, this is a 
crowd-pleasing white that at only $25 is a must to 
have on hand. 

We need to also give a mention to the lovely and 
smooth 2019 Stainless Steel Chardonnay filled with 
melon and tropical flavors. This wine, retailing

El Turco: Falling 
for Delicious, 
Authentic. 
Turkish . 
Cuisine in East 
Hampton

f you've spent significant time in the Hamptons, 

you know there are limited options when it comes 
to ethnic food. Tired of lobster rolls, fish tacos and 
roasted chicken? Craving a delicious Mediterranean 
dining experience where you aren't rushed or ignored 
but welcomed like family and long lost royalty? That’s 
where El Turco in East Hampton comes in. 

Open only since July and situated just north of 
North Main Street (not far north from Nick & Toni’s) 
at the early part of Three Mile Harbor Road, El Turco 
is creating a buzz on the East End restaurant scene for 
its welcoming ambiance, impeccable service and sa- 
vory, authentic Turkish cuisine. The restaurant offers 
a tasting experience and culinary journey featuring 
high-quality meats, fine imported spices and local, 
seasonal ingredients with authentic dishes based on 
classic Turkish recipes, many which originate from 
the Aegean and Anatolian part of Turkey. 

The food at El Turco is not only delicious and beau- 
tifully presented, it is uber fresh, imported weekly 
from regional, authentic Turkish markets as well as 
the Mediterranean. We often see branzino on menus, 
but the grilled whole branzino at El Turco, imported 
from Turkey, was one of the most succulent, plump 
and satisfying branzino dishes we've ever tasted. 

But I’m getting ahead of myself. Leading the way 
up to mains like the branzino, the grilled lamb chops 
and the traditional Turkish mixed kebab (vali kebab 
aka the mayor’s choice) is an array of mezes (smaller 
dishes/appetizers) that are a meal in and of them- 
selves: a creamy roasted beet hummus with lemon, 
coriander garlic and cumin is as tasty as it is photo- 
genic; the vegan red lentil balls seasoned with spices 
and served with lettuce leaves were gobbled up quick- 
ly; the Circassian chicken salad, a combo of organic 
shredded chicken mixed with walnuts, garlic and 
red pepper sauce, was a savory surprise. The baba 
ganoush with its citrus kick accenting the smoky 


eggplant dip with tahini was a memorable favorite, . 


as was the fried eggplant, green peppers and tomato 
dish/casserole known as kopoglu. 
With the selection of starters, it was hard to save 


room for that branzino on the horizon. As my guest. 


and I happily mopped up the meze bowls of humus, 
cacik (garlicky yogurt) and fasulye (fresh green 
beans in olive oil) with a stack of warm, homemade 
pita bread. The shrimp casserole offered another 
treat with its herbs, butter and yes, more garlic (!) — 
the dish was super savory but not overpowering. 
Somehow we managed to fit in dessert. I don’t nor-

mally care for rice pudding but the sutlac (oven-baked 
rice pudding with crushed walnuts) was crushingly 
good. And who could leave without sampling the bak- 
lava with its layers of flaky, buttery Phyllo sheets and 
sweet nuts and syrup. Divine! 

There's plenty more on the menu: seasonal salads 
boasting fresh feta, beefsteak tomatoes, arugula and 
Persian cucumbers. The grilled octopus looks like 
a must-try for next time. Even the Turkish tea in a 
curvy glass was satisfying. Oh, and if you are in the 
mood for a specialty cocktail or just appreciate sexy 
lighting, the sleek bar is another option for a pleasant 
date night, business chat or a solo hang with a wel- 
coming bartender. The evening was a delectable em- 
barrassment of flavors and spices served with such 
warmth by our servers that we kept woaroniG what 
is the occasion? 

_ The original El Turco, in Miami, earned a Mi- 
chelin star rating after being open only 15 months, 
That bodes well for El Turco East Hampton, which 


" was spawned by a casual meeting between one of El 


Turco’s founders and Frank Cilione, the longtime op- 
erator of the dual restaurant and nightlife venue at 
44 Three Mile Harbor Road in East Hampton. (The 
location has changed businesses many times over the 
years: The Spur, Philippe, Lily Pond, The Leo, 324, 
Kobe Beach, Harbor East, Mars Lounge, Finale.) 
Soon thereafter, Cilione hired the original El Turco 
founders Nurdan Gur Yuzbasioglu and Gokhan Yuz- 
basioglu along with developer and visionary Cagri 
(pronounced CHAR-ee) Kanver to assist in realizing 
their collective vision. 

“We wanted to bring the soul of our region, the 
Turkish Mediterranean region, into this place and to 
make sure that whoever comes there not only enjoys 
the excellent food and drinks but also enjoys the am- 
biance inside,” says Kanver, a Turkish entrepreneur 
with a background in architecture and an MBA. “The 
major experience is dinner — a nice dinner experi-

ence with cultural, authentic, flavorful foods — it is 
very important,” emphasizes Kanver, who brought 
employees from the Miami location and housed them 
at his home in Southampton “to make sure they are 
serving the food and explaining the food properly.” 

When Kanver met with Cilione in May 2022, the 
real estate maven had ambitious plans for the space. 

“I mentioned to Frank Cilione that I wanted to 
open this (El Turco) on July 4th weekend and he said, 
‘In 2023?” says Kanver, with a laugh. “I said, ‘No, 
no, 2022!’ And we ended up doing all these internal 
modifications and brand creation within 10-days, A 
through Z.” 

The restaurant opened at the end of July and has 
been serving dinner and specialty cocktails, with 
DJ Kevin spinning music to the crowd that chooses 
to stay past 10 p.m. on weekends. With Executive 
Chef Guney, it recently received the OpenTable Din- 
ers’ Choice Award for 2022 (as did El Turco Miami). _ 
On October 8, El Turco will host a private reception 
celebrating the U.S. premiere of Freedom On Fire 
— Ukrainains Fight for Freedom at the Hamptons 
International Film Festival with Academy Award- 
nominated director Evgeny Afineevsky 

Can El Turco East Hampton make a long-term go 
of it at a location that has seen significant turnover? 

“My goal is to have a strong seasonal approach, in- 
cluding summer and fall and maybe close the services 
during winter and spring,” says Kanver. El Turco is 
currently open through October offering dining in, 
take-out and full catering services. The Miami res- 
taurant is open year-round. 

“We didn’t want to give another impression to the 
town that we are here only for one year ... we want to 
stay here — we are here to stay, regardless of only for 
summer and fall,” says Kanver. “I think it’s a phenom- 
enal location that every big restaurant name would 
want to be there.” 

In the end, says Kanver, the future of E] Turco 
comes down to one thing: 

“Turkish food is really elegant and sophisticated 
and when authentic people come here they say, ‘Wow’ 

.. I think what I’ve learned from this journey so far 
is regardless if you have the best ambiance, the best 
location, the best staff, if your food is not good, you're 
out. We are proud to bring good, authentic food to the 
community.”

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ORTH FORK: THE EAST 


WINE LOVERS CAN TASTE THEIR FAVORITES AMONG THE VINES ON THE NORTH FORK.

WW: it comes to the East End, much 
' of the fanfare goes to the South 
Fork. But visitors who favor tranquili- 
ty, natural beauty, less traffic and more 
wine in their weekend getaways should 
consider taking Route 25 east of River- 
head into the heart of the beautiful and 
underappreciated North Fork. 


The area is composed of two towns, 
Riverhead and Southold, containing 
within them 18 beautiful and diverse 
hamlets and one incorporated village: 
Greenport. While each destination has 
its own unique characteristics, the over- 
arching themes of the North Fork are ru- 
ral allure, small-town charm and world- 
class wine. 


“The North Fork is its own culture of 
people who prefer a slower-paced life- 
style that’s as rich in agriculture as it is 
in style,” Rena Wilhelm, chairperson 
at Greenport Skate Park and longtime 
North Fork resident, tells us. “The area 
is blessed with beautiful landscapes of 
farmland, the Long Island Sound, and 
Peconic Bay, and because of that envi- 
ronment, I believe people are just more 
at ease and therefore kinder.” 


If that sounds like an alluring week- 
end destination, then be sure to add

While some consider the North Fork 
an overlooked gem, wine connoisseurs 
tend to give the area its due. It is fre- 
quently namechecked in nationwide 
wine region rankings, which is easy to 
understand for anyone who’s ever been 
to one of the region’s over 40 wineries. 


Visitors won't have to travel far on the 
North Fork to find RGNY (6025 Sound 
Ave., Riverhead, 631-298-0075, rgny- 
wine.com), one of the area’s most excit- 
ing new vineyards. This female-led sus- 
tainable operation is part of the famed 
Rivero Gonzalez family of winemakers. 


Further east, in the village of Green- 
port, is the beautiful Kontokosta Win- 
ery (825 North Road, 631-477-6977, 
kontokostawinery.com) which offers 
stunning views of the Sound that pair 


incredibly well with the selection of re- - 


nowned wines. 


The North Fork is also a haven for 
great breweries. Riverhead hosts sev- 
eral of the area’s finest, including North 
Fork Brewing Co. (24 E 2nd Street, 
Suite A, 631-591-1191, northforkbrew- 
ingco.com) and Jamesport Farm 
Brewery (5873 Sound Avenue, River- 
head, 844-532-2337, jfbrewery.com), the 


former of which collaborates with local 
farms to create one-of-a-kind brews that 
are uniquely North Fork. 


Autumn is the exact time of year when 
a crisp hard cider tastes its absolute 
best. If a festive sip of seasonal spice is 
what you seek, then the tasting room at 
Woodside Orchards (729 Main Road, 
Aquebogue, 631-722-5770, woodsideor- 
chards.com) is the place. 


It’s best to eat a big meal before going 
on a lengthy wine or brew tour, so be 
sure to stop at one or more of the follow- 
ing local spots. 


North Fork Doughnut Co. (100 
Love Lane, Mattituck, 631-298-7941, no- 
fodoco.com), also known as No Fo Do Co, 
can be found on Mattituck’s famed Love 
Lane. They’ve got some of the Island’s 
best donuts, with a menu that includes 
time-honored favorites as well as some 
more daring selections. 


Lucharitos has become a local staple 
over the last decade. It began in 2012 as 
a little taco spot in Greenport (119 Main 
Street, 631-477-6666, lucharitos.com) 
and has since expanded to three North 
Fork locations: Center Moriches, Matti- 
tuck, and Aquebogue, as well as one in 
Melville. They offer a delicious blend of

Travelers come from all around to 
pick up some of the Island’s freshest pro- 
duce and enjoy some seasonal festivities, 
namely pumpkin picking. 


Jamesport Farmstead (1192 Main 
Road, 631-561-9810, jamesportfarm- 
stead.com) is one of the newest agricul- 
tural attractions in the area. This little 
organic farm produces big yields of all 
kinds of fresh fruits and veggies with 
their hands-on no-till method. They're 
open every Saturday, with online orders 
available for pickup from 12-4 p.m. on 
Fridays. 


When it comes to North Fork pump- 
kin picking, we'd be remiss not to men- 
tion the iconic Harbes Family Farm 
(715 Sound Avenue, Mattituck, 631- 
298-0800, harbesfamilyfarm.com) but 
be warned that during this time of year 
they can be impressively busy. 


If you're looking for other pumpkin- 
picking options, there are plenty, in- 
cluding Stakey’s Pumpkin Farm 
(270 West Lane, Aquebogue, 631-722- 
3467, stakeyspumpkinfarm.com) and 
Gabrielsen’s Country Farm (200

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William Antilety of Southampton 
Remembered for Generosity 


Tilliam Paul Antilety, 87, of 

_¥ ¥ Southampton died peacefully 
in his home on September 6, joining 
his wife, Anne, one month after her 
passing. Antilety never gave in to his 
many ailments. His zest for living and 
the ness he displayed defined

where his parents and three of his un- 
cles all had homes. His grandparents, 
who lived on Pelletreau Street, helped 
build the Our Lady of Poland Church 
and the Polish Hall. He was so proud 
of his neighborhood and hometown. 
Antilety was a living local historian 
to all who knew him. 

Named All-Long Island in football 
his junior and senior years, as well 
as being a record-holding track star, 
Antilety is considered one of the best 
athletes Southampton ever produced. 
He was inducted into the Southamp- 
ton High School Wall of Distinction. 

After high school, the U.S. Marines 
became Antilety’s next challenge. 
After making the rank of sergeant, 
participating in Armed Forces track 
meets throughout Japan and helping 
build post-war Japan on his beloved 
tractor, Antilety returned to South- 
ampton in his gleaming black and 
white 58 Chevy with its red leather 
interior. 


Antilety went back to work in his 
father’s landscaping business, and a 
young nursing student from the nurs- 
ing school at Southampton Hospital 
caught his eye. On June 6, 1958, he 
married Anne Denise Sullivan. They 
went on to have a beautiful marriage 
that produced three children, seven 
grandchildren, three great-grand- 
children and 63 years of memories. 

Antilety expanded his father’s land- 
scaping business. His grading talents 
earned him a National Landscape 
Design award for the earth sculpting 
he did on a residential property in 
Southampton. He once said that he 
probably cut every privet hedge there 


. is in Southampton Village during his 


lifetime. Some of Antilety’s client re- 
lationships lasted over five decades. 
He never hesitated to help out a young 
person going into business. 

So many speak of how Antilety 
helped them in their life. He earned 
the respect of all whose life was 
touched by him. He served in the Fire 
Police of the Southampton Fire De- 
partment for many years. He was also 
a founding member of the Southamp- 
ton Golf Club, serving on the board 
of directors for 10 years, six as the 
greens committee. chairman. When 
the local kids needed a field graded 
so they could play games, Bill would 
show up with his tractor to smooth it 
out.

for Winter’s Onslaught § 


| eae who don’t live near the 
equator or in another warm climate 
know that winter will rear its chilly 
head this year. 

Cold temperatures and snowy con- 
ditions may be excellent for skiing and 
sledding, but gardeners recognize these 


conditions are not ideal for their plants.. 


The inevitable slowing of activity in the 
garden during fall marks a time to shift 
attention from constant plant care to 
preparing the landscape for next sea- 
son. It may be tempting to simply let 
Mother Nature take over, but a little 
pre-winter TLC can ensure gardens 
make it through winter unscathed. 


Decomposing organic material is the 
basis for compost and other fertilizers. 
However, vegetable plants that are left 
to sit can lead to decay in the garden. 
Decaying plants can serve as hosts for 
pest populations and diseases. Rotting 
vegetables also can drop unwanted 


seeds into the soil, which eventually can 
strip nutrients that normally would go 
to next year’s crops. Ornamental plants 
and perennials can be cut back in fall. 
Cut down stalks and remove leaves. 


The gardening resource This Is My 
Garden recommends planting a cover 
crop to set the stage for a successful 
spring. A cover crop protects the soil 
and can return nutrients to it. When the 
soil is bare during winter, weed seeds 
can easily blow in and lie in wait, ulti- 
mately becoming a problem during the 
ensuing year. Cover crops can include 
clover or field peas, which will increase 
the levels of available nitrogen.

Fall is a perfect time to add soil 
amendments, such as manure and com- 
post. These fertilizers will add nutrients 
and break down gradually, enriching 
the soil over the winter.

LENISH MULCH 

Gardeners may have added mulch 
around shrubs and other areas of the 
landscape early in the season because 
it is attractive. But mulch also does 
much to reduce water loss and _ protect 
the soil from erosion. It may inhibit 
weed growth as well. Replacing mulch 
when the mercury drops can insulate 
the soil, which helps to regulate soil 
temperature. A thick layer of mulch 
around root vegetables left in the gar- 
den can offer protection against hard 
frosts.

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Scott Green: Around the Post Pickleball Founder

n the mid-1960s, a new sport emerged in Bain- 
bridge Island, WA, as a children’s backyard 
game. The game, which would soon be dubbed 
“pickleball,” would grow into a phenomenon to be 
enjoyed by individuals of all ages. And nearly six 
decades after its inception, pickleball has landed in 
the Hamptons, led by Scott Green, a Hampton Bays 
resident and founder of Around the Post Pickleball. 
A summertime, fan-favorite for many, pickleball 
is played in singles or doubles, much like tennis. 
However, instead of using rackets and tennis balls, 
the game requires the use of paddles and plastic 
balls equipped with holes for aerodynamics. The 
set begins with a serve and a volley ensues, with 
points tallied when one team fails to advance the 
ball over the waist-high net or keep the ball in play. 
“Sometimes, when I mention pickleball to people, 
I still get the reaction; ‘What’s pickleball?’ Not ev- 
eryone has heard about it,” Green says. “I think that 
it’s getting more popular today because people have 
been cooped up for three years; Covid has separat- 
ed people. Now, you can come to this sport, which 
is tremendously social, meet two or three groups of 
people, do something and see results quickly.” 

“The learning curve is not that steep,” he adds. 
“Unlike golf, and I love golf, there is no frustration 
to pickleball. If you are in your late 40s or early 
50s, and you may not have been very active outside 
of your college sports or the local softball league, 
you can play this game, and you can get the reward 
of learning it. It’s ultra inviting, and when you are 
playing with your friends, it never gets too serious.” 

While pickleball may have been played on tennis 
courts, gym floors and blacktops in the Hamptons 
for years, 2021 brought about the first organized 
group for the sport on the East End. Around the 
Post Pickleball got its start in Hampton Bays and 
quickly emerged as a force for recreation and exer- 
cise for people of all ages. 

“When tournament time comes around, then you 
see the hard-core pickleball player who wants to 
win, or wants to compete,” Green says. “But, gener- 
ally speaking, people view this game as not some- 
thing serious enough to get mad about. Nobody 
plays pickleball in a bad. mood, I don’t know if you 
get that from bowling, or tennis, or golf.” 

After its formation, the organization immediate- 
ly gained steam among locals and seasonal visitors 
alike. Hosting several tournaments throughout the 
summer months, Around the Post is organized by 
Green, who some would call the region’s “father” of 
the game. Green is a twice-certified coach, hosting 
clinics in the Hamptons and elsewhere through- 
out the year, with some of the world’s and the East 
End’s top players in the game. 

“We had 250 people come to our clinics this year 
and I have 10 more coming this weekend for the 
first time,” he says. “When you come to our clinics, 
we are ready. We are organized and ready to drill

His hope is to continue to grow the game in vari- 
ous ways and capacities, creating enthusiasts and 
pickleball communities wherever the pickleball is 
served. : 

In September of 2021, the Hamptons held what 
was perhaps its most successful pickleball tourna- 
ment, bringing players to the East End from New 
York City, New Jersey, Connecticut and Massachu- 
setts. With approximately 110 players, the tourna- 
ment, which was originally conceived to be a local 
tournament, proved that pickleball fever is far-and- 


wide and demand to play the game is growing each . 


and every day. 

Green brings with him a unique background 
and experience, which has served as an asset in 
networking the sport in our region. Professionally 
speaking, he specializes in corporate events. He 
has made a career of hosting events involving Ma- 
jor League Baseball, including “Play at the Plate,” 
a small company that runs adult and father-son 
baseball tournaments at MLB parks, spring train- 
ing sites and historic baseball fields. 

Some of his organization’s events have been host- 
ed at the Field of Dreams site in Iowa, as well as the 
nation’s oldest continuously used baseball stadium, 
Rickwood Field, in Birmingham, AL. 

“Going into the baseball business was a natural 
fit for me. The fields that we go to have to have a 
certain quality,” Green says. “The playing surface 
itself needs to be outstanding, and in most cases 
we require a clubhouse, showers and the whole 
nine yards. For me, the connection between the two 
sports is my passion about these two sports. 

“People are making a large commitment to come 
and play ball with me,” he continues. “We always 
make sure in either sport that you are going to have 


a good time and it’s something that you are going to 
walk away from with a good experience.” 

While much like his task in baseball, his efforts. 
in pickleball are to build support for a game that 
is without a professional league with primetime 
broadcast rights. Pickleball, which is largely seen 
as recreation, brings people together, Green says, 
and establishes a shared sense of community in the 
spirit of competitive sport. 

Seemingly taking off nationwide, though, ma-- 
jor athletes and celebrities have begun to express 
their interest in the sport. For example, NBA star 
LeBron James has just purchased among the first 
professional league pickleball teams. The game has 
been competitively played by everyone from your 
neighbor who frequents the local Y.M.C.A. to Kim 
Kardashian in an episode of Keeping Up With The 
Kardashians. 

In January of 2023, Scott and Around the Post 
Pickleball will be taking their show on the road. — 
They will be bringing local participants and play- 
ers to the state capital to participate at the Albany 
Capital Center against teams from many of New 
York’s 62 counties. The statewide showdown will 
begin on Friday, January 13, and proceed through 
Sunday, January 15. 

“We are playing in a brand new facility that is ab- 
solutely state-of-the-art,” he says. “They are mov- 
ing the basketball court upstairs for us. The City of 
Albany is embracing this, providing us with a grant ~ 
to come this year and next. We will also be going up 
in November to provide a free clinic to the Albany 
school children, to help them learn the game. 

“You don’t have to be an athlete or have tremen- 
dous hand-eye coordination to play pickleball,” he 
continues. “Even if you didn’t take instructions, you 
would still be able to play pickleball. If you just kept 
playing, you would have a basic understanding of 
the game.” 

Green encourages local East Enders to get in- 
volved, by participating in one of the various tour- 
naments or simply picking up a paddle for some 
instructional lessons. Teaching the game to begin- 
ners, Green says, is a key to growing the game for 
the future. 

“Over the next few months, we will be helping 
800 to 900 physical education teachers learn about 
the game and helping them introduce it in their cur- 
riculum,” Green says. “We did it for Hampton Bays 
middle school and high school teachers, and now 
the students, as we speak, are playing pickleball on 
those courts. Without the high school’s inclusion, 
the takeoff of the game in our area wouldn't have 
happened.” He adds, “And it’s the teaching aspect 
we love more than the tournaments.”
